Visits by school board, 19; by the superintendent, 37; by 
citizens, 135. Seventy-five pupils registered the present 
school year. 

The school buildings are in good condition. 

Teachers are the same as last year and all of the 
school work is moving in the right direction. As far as 
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what we are able to teach in the New Durham schools, 
they are as good as you will find anywhere else. 

The entertainments in all of the schools have been 
successful, with the thorough interest and support of 
parents and citizens. Hot lunches at noon have been 
provided for the children. The health of the children 
has been well supervised by the teachers and the school 
nurse, Miss Gray. 

It is a very great pleasure for all of us to do 
school work in New Durham. We appreciate the thor- 
ough community cooperation.
